er or his standing then it remains for this yet to bo done to give 
clear proof that t&e recipients were not being hoaxed, by some spirit 
form. , for it is easy for one such to say or imply that such was the 
case but another for that entity to prove it. no doubt means will bo 
taken to tost the spiritual or space person, speaking and clear this 
issue up for our readers as they progress in the future in such ex¬ 
periments. 


Oddly enough just after beginning this article I recieved 
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a press cutting of an article published i$ the ,f Sunday pictorial " 
of Sept I4th. 1958 ( English by an unknown donor to whom wo 

express our thanks here. The article is entitled M This Is The End 1 * 
and is an acoount of an Italian who too has recivod tape recorded 
messages who he claims are from God. and telling him to get ready for 
the end of the present age. and that he is to be set up as a groat 
ruler . • ,3paco does not permit a full acount hero of this story but 
wo pojnt it out to show that not all messages from space on tapes 
are particlualrly reliable, and thus need some vital testing to be < 
done on the part of those i*ecioving them .

Wo do not desire in any way to belittle the evidence given 
by our friend Saunders. , but point outtho dangers involved and be¬ 
lieve he will be astuto enough to furnish further evidence to sup¬ 
port his case, for wo have confidence in him that ho has no desire 
to perpetrate a deliberate hoax, and will makes all the necessary 
tests to ascertain the true origin of his experience. 

EXCERPTS ARE GIVEN HERE PROM HIS LETTERS OP THE ACTUAL EXPERIENCE. 
n A phenomena has boon brought about which had attracted the attention 
of a loading • II.Z. Journal, which by earthly standards is not only 
sensational , .but also rcmakable, but to me quite normal. 

The representatives of the Journal wore amazed at what they 
witnessed, Incidontly I am not roci.oving any financial benefit 
from this affair, and have also declined to have my photo published

( Prom the next letter ) Since my last letter I have conduc¬ 
ted further experiments and obtained excellent rosuits, and have demon 
stratod to the members of my circle that I can sond messages to the 
brothers and' rsciovo direct audible answers on the tape while record 
ing in utter silence.

I direct those present to concentrate on the same thought 
pattern which is as follows ” Calling the space people , if you are 
rccieving us please reply on tape ” 

This message is transmitted for five minutes , and c.t the 
end of this period we cease concentration and permit the tape to run 
on record for a further five minutes in complete silence in a soiled 
room , the tape is then played back at the end of the silence. 

The results have been most satisfactory to myself and amaz¬ 
ing to my associates • However the succoss of the experiments would 
not have been possible without the aid of a special apparatus tele- 
pathod to mo by the brothers and which was constructed under their d 
direction , and on one occasion the electric light in my studio dim¬ 
med and almost went out during the recording of both commu.nications 
and a U.E.O. was reprtod over Auckland shortly after our experiments. 
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Tho brothers have su gostod further improvements to the apparatus 
which may enable us to rocievo images of them . B u t these will have 
to wait until finonoois available . 

Admittedly the messages have boon very brief and not very 
informative but better results arc expected as v/e progress . 

I have seven witnesses to what I have related to you, who 
were present during these communications and who have not yet recovered 
from tho wonder of it.

No 2 recording included a distict cough, a number of peo¬ 
ple talking ( male and female ' and an intermittent high frequency 
occilation which was slow at first but rapidly gaining tempo, then a 
huhar of clicks , banging sounds, and whet sounded like a metal door 
being shut rather forcibly, then a deep sigh • 

Wb hope to Obtain even more' spectacular results by in¬ 
creasing the’strength of the magnetic fir Id at our next attempt and 
oven hopej'J^T^JU^ngimagos of our contnctoes on this field.for they 
have continually"'urged us tolepathically to increase the intensity 
of the magnetic field , so I shall comply wjth their wishes” 

At the end of the is letter he tolls how that tho " Free 
Lance " Journal rang him to s.ay thet they had decided not to publish, 
his experiences the excuse being given that they wore not conclusive 
onough. 

Wq at this stage fool we cannot commit ^vr~olves as to tho 
origin of this experiences, but cannot deny that with three claimants 
of recent date giving undeniable proof that they have had some out 
standing experience . that such cannot bo dissmissod as all poppycock 
and wo await with keen interest tho further dovelopoments of tho case.

The latest NICAP report contains an account of the rift which 
has occurred in the top, administrative ranks of the organisation. 
This rift is due to the unwillingness of the NICAP leaders to face 
up to a straight-out, open-minded, investigation of the cornaotee 
stories, and has resulted in the loss of 2 of its most ardent 
helpers ("both financially and personally) who have resigned over 
this very issue. 

Whilst we regret to hear of dissension in its ranks, we know 
hy our own experience in Australia, that one cannot submerge one's 
principles in loyalty, and we cannot hut admire these two stal¬ 
warts who have resigned because of their convictions.

You cannot and dare not, be o_nc—cy.ejl in this work of research, 
for sooner or later you will find "yen must confront the very issue 
you refused to face, now rearing its head demanding attention.

A brilliant celestial'object, probably a meteor, exploded in 
the sky near Oodnadatta on Sunday night. 

Many residents of OOdnadatta and neighbouring stations saw the 
object or heard it explode. 

The object also was seen at Mt. Clarence Station, near Coober 
Pedy, and at Cordillo Downs station in the extreme N.E. of the 
State. 


The time of its passage was between 10*10 and 10.20 p.m. 

Detective A.M. Palmer of Port Augusta, who was travelling by 
car about 80 miles S.E. of OOdnadatta when the object appeared, 
said the sky was lit by a bluish flash. 

"Then the object appeared going fast across the sky", he said. 

"It had a fiery reddish tail, and a long yellow flame was com¬ 
ing from its head." 

"It was travelling towards the North from the south or S.E." 

ROA RI NG NO ISE. 

"My travelling companion, Constable Bill Jacobs, of Oodnadatta 
heard a roaring noise. But I could not hear anything above the 
engine of the car." 

"We could see the object for about half a minute. It seDmed 
to drop as it passed overhead, then it exploded in the sky." 

"People in Oodnadatta say it disintegrated near the town. 

The windows of several buildings were rattled."’ 

Mr. J. Kcmpc, of Macumba Station, about 25 miles east of Ood¬ 
nadatta, said the object at first looked like a falling star". 

Then it burst into a brilliant orange-yellow light. 

About three minutes later there were two explosions—the sec¬ 
ond one louder than the first. 
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Mr. D.E. Sccbie, of Allandale station, near Oodnadatta, said 
he did not see the object, but his son-in-law, Mr. R. Kempe, said 
it seemed to land between Oodnadatta and Macumba. 

A report from Cordillo Downs described the object as "a most 
brilliant sight.” !

pt. Clarence Station also reported seeing it. 

The Professor of Geology at Adelaide University (Professor 
A.R. Alderman) said the descriptions of the object indicated that 
it was a meteor. 

It was unlikely that fragments of it — meteorites — would be 
found. 


Evaluation of Sighting; o f .".BRILLIANT. SKY . OBJECT” 13.rlOr.58. 

The time-lag from when the object was seen to explode to when 
the double explosion was heard indicates that the object was trav¬ 
elling at an.altitude of from 30-LO miles. 

At this height the object could have been visible for the est¬ 
imated 1/2 minute, oven travelling at the speeds usually accredited 
to meteors. 


The accompanying noise also indicates that the object could 
have been a meteor, which make a roaring; noise if at a sufficiently 
low altitude. 


However, the description of the long yellow flame coming from 
the head in addition to the fiery reddish tail docs ncit appear to 
fit the description of a meteor. Travelling at meteoric speeds the 
two “’flames" caused by the combustion of the substance of the meteor 
would merge into one - at the estimated altitude two separate flames 
would not bo disccrnablc. 

That the object could have been a runaway missile from the 
rocket testing range is moot unlikely - it could have been exploded 
long before reaching Oodnadatta if it wore a missile that had gone 
off course. It is also unlikely that it was a satellite returning 
to earth after its sojourn in space. 

The object must, therefore, be classified as "not positively 
identified."

Is it possiblo that thoro aro things around us wo cannot sgo? 
Could thoro bo ghosts, spirits , saucers, of the invisible variety 
and if so could thoro bo a logical oxplanation for thorn? ^or somothing 
to explain' it must bo composed of somothing - some form of matter , 
oven if tonuous, and thorofor it should bo visible, or at least dotoc- 
tnblo by some means or other . 


To fully appreciate■the question of an object's being visible 
or not it is necessary to understand why it is that v/o do not see any- 
at all, how tho oyos function. 


Let us visualise a. red flower pot conatining a groen pot plant 
standing in a-beam of sunliglit • Everything else is black. Now why is 
it wo are able to see this object?. 

The sunlight falling on tho potted plant is composed of elec¬ 
tro. magnetic vibrations, or waves , of varying rofquoncios. Each 
color that woozee has it own frequency, and when that electro - mag- 
no tic vibration roace’nos tho retina of tho oyc an impulse is sont to 
tho brain and wo see. Now tho vibration may como diuoct from a lum- 
inousobjoct, or it may bo reflected from an object , in this case , 
from our pott-d plant, something in tho construction of the atoms and 
molecules of each substance determines whether it will reflect the 
wave length or another, or whether it will absorb certain frequencies 
With our pot plant the wavelengths reflected are those which cause the 
oye to see green, the pot reflects red waves. If our object were il~: 
lumr.natod by red light only the plant would bo black because thoro 
would bo no groen waves to reflect: the plant would still bo t .oro 
but with everything else oxcopt tho pot being black, the plant would 
bo invisible. 


The average human eye is sensitive only to those vibrations 
which correspond to tho red, orange , yellow , groen, blue, indigo, 
and violet of the rainbow, but thoro are many other oloctro~mag.notic 
wa,vos such a.s radar, radio, infra-rod, and ultra- violet, to which 
t a average eyo is insensitive , However , just as there, aro oyos that 
aro color blind, ie that it they cannot see certain colors, there are 
probably others which are able to soo n colors S! or vibrations , which m 
most of us do not soo. if a " thing l! , bo it spirit or anything else, 
roloctod only, say, infra-red, it wo Id bo imit&blo to most of us. 
but it would still bothere , and if someone whoso eyes have the abilo 
ity to so j tho infra-rod, were to say ho could see the object, wo 
doubtless would not boliovo him <• Indeed if he wore to insist that 
he could see things wo could not,wo would think him mad, and possibly 
if adamant in his claim would have him certified, especially if ho 
described tho thing as something monstrous. Perhaps some unfortunates 
have teen committed to an instituyion for just such a reason, woro not 
insane. WHY?. Bo cause reports have boon spread , ( truo or otherwise 
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jlS YET TO BE ESTABLISHED ) that such invisible things have boon 
/recorded on special photographic film which is sensitive to tho 
infra-rod light . 

Readers may recall the photos published in local papers some 
time ago, indeed some may know of similar cases which have not .been 
published. One photo showed a ghoslty figure standing in a wooded 
gu lly, and another showed a group of people, inporiod costume, about 
the altar of a church. I have hoard of two similar instances in which 
films when developed, showed people who wore not priscnt when tho 
photo was taken . Pirns which are often sensitive to wave lengths wo 
cannot' see, could quite easily register things which wore present but 
which the photographer was not aware of at tho precise time. 


Tho only reason we do not see these things is that the range 
of vibrations to which tho human eye is sensitive is so limited.
